I  have  seen  one  of 
tho  grandest  forest  areas  of  America 
wiped  out  In  one  generation, — the 
forest  area  of  the  aUte  of  Michigan 
la  now  a  farming  country.  We  do 
not  want  our  potentialities  to  be 
wasted  without  getting  st.me  proper 
rf^turn.  I  do  not  think  we  fully  re- 
Hliz«<  what  We  loose  by  the  exporta- 
tion of  pulpwood.  The  hon.  gentle- 
man who  has  Just  spoken  quoted 
soma  figures.  I  have  other 
flguree  which  I  think  will  prove  con- 
clusively that  It  la  time  we  did  aome- 
thing.

We  exported  SS  per  oent  as  pulp 
WHS  a  Wue  of  IfS.SOO.OOO;  26  per 
cant  aa  paper,  worth  IR't.ooo.ooo. 
Had  the  $16,000,000  worth  of  pulp- 
wood  ex!'or!r.,i  b*..n  converted  Into 
pulp.  K  would  have  had  a  value  of 
JST.nofi.noo,  If  into  paper,  JIOS.OOO- 
000 — making  a  lose  of  labor,  to 
capital  and  to  Canada,  of  from  fSS,- 
000.000  to  189.000,000   In  one  year. 

Hurely,  Rlr,  this  exportation  of  raw 
material  Is  the  acme     of  economic 
folly.     In   1921  we  produced  2,180,- 
S78  cords  of  pulpwood  which  were 
converted  Into  pulp  and  paper  worth 
|10>,S77,820.    Wa  exported  1, 902.(38 
cords  of  pulpwood    to    the  United 
Btates,   for  which   we   received  only 
814,817.fi10.     "Anil  so  the  play  goes 
on."    The  folly  of  It  must    be  ap- 
parent to  all  honorable  members 
RulnouH  Policy 
In   Canada   we   have     Invested  In 
pulp   and    paper   jilants,  $380,000,000 
and  an  army  of  men  are  employed. 
Why  not  keep  all  raw  material  at 
heme,  and  with  It  another  capable 
army  of  men  that    la    leaving  for 
United  States     following     our  raw 
products  to  engage  In  their  manu- 
facture.     They    are      following  our 
products   Just   as   they   are  following 
our    $172,000,000     which  constitute 
our  adverse  trade  balance  with  our 
American   nelghliors.     Ortalnly  no 
company  would     conduct  business 
along  these  lines,  and    no  country 
can  persist  In  doing  so  and  not  pre- 
cipitate  national   disaster.     The  cry 
of  the  world  Is  for  lumber  and  paper. 
I-et  us  take  full  advantage    of  our 
splendid    opportunities   and    aim  for 
maximum  results.  Despite  substitutes 
the  demand  for  lumber    Is  contin- 
ually Increaalng.

We  send   our  pulpw^od  o\cr  to  the 
American    side    and    our    iTien  follow 
to  engage  In  the  work  of  manufac- 
turing It  into  paper,  which  Is  worth 
many  tlmea  more  than  tha  raw  ma- 
tertal.    We  are  simply  throwing  our- 
selves into  tho  arms  of  those  people 
"ho  say.  "We  do  not  want  a  i>oiind 
of  your  butter  unless  vou  pay  mi  Im- 
port tax  of  eight  I  cuts  a  pound."  At 
the  same  lirne  we  allow  their  butter 
to  coma  Into  Canada  on  payment  of 
a  doty  of  only  four  cents  a  pound. 
Why  turn  our  cheek  to  these  people? 
For  every  cord  of  pulpwood  that  goes 
over  there  we  may  say  that  six  dol- 
lars is  lost  In  labor  for  every  dollar 
that  comes  Into  this  country.  When 
w  e  consider  that  w  e  „  re  loosing  from 
$TS.ono,nno  to  ISO.ooo.ooa  by  the  ex- 
portation of  pulpwood.  is  it  not  time 
that  wa  quit  temportaing  and  took  a 
bold  stand  even  If  eomebody  has  to 
suffer?    And  somebody  must  suffer, 
hut    we   can    easily    recom  |>en»e  the 
five  hundred  farmers  or  so  who  may 
be  hurl  by  the  prohibition  of  the  ex- 
port of  pulpwood.

payments  on  account  of  i;«)arationa

'thing  that  this  has  happened  if  it 
proves  the  means  of  preventing  the 
don.TfioTi  to  champions  of  fantastic 
amounts  ue«AU*c  tiMy  deign  to  ap- 
pear in  the  ring  at  long  intervals  for 
the  benefit  of  spectators.  Nothing 
has  hurt  th<-  fighting  game  so  much 
as  big  purses.  They  kavn  inevitably 
given  rise  to  the  suggestion  that 
fights  are  pre-arranged  and  that  tlic 
financial  cad  is  the  sola  consadcra 
tion.  There  are  many  who  believe, 
because  the  Shelby  contest  went 
the  achednlcd  fi^en  rowsds,  that 
this  happened  simply  to  arouse  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  public  to  pay  for 
another  contest,  which,  no  doubt,  will 
be  staged  before  long. 

No  fighter  that  ever  lived  is  worth 
the  price  of  |300,000  for  a  brief  hour 
so  in  the  ring. — Ho  fighter  should 
receive  one-tea^  of  that  amount  for 
a  sii^le  conlesit  In  the  old  days, 
knochHMt  cottteks  with  bare  fists 
between  champKnis  were  stageil  and 
the  only  prize  awarded  was  a  purse 
of  sovereigns,  yet  ^  principals  had 
a  nnich  more  grtielliiig  experience 
than  either  Dempsey  or  Gibbons 
went   throtwh  in  their  fight  The 

science  uf  hoxinn  ha^.  no  doubt,  been 
developed,  but  the  ability  to  stand 
hard  knocks  is  no  greater  today  than 
it  was  in  tbe  time  of  Jem  Mace.  I'.en 
diKo.  Ben  Saycrs  and  tbe  Game 
Chickciu  There  is  bound  to  be  a 
public  reaction  against  fabulous 
purses  in  any  ccmwnunity  which  con- 
tains a  spurt-loving  element  of  any 
size.  It  would  seem  as  if  that  re 
action  has  conre  in  the  United  States. 
The  bhelby  fiasco,  from  the  stand- 
point of  attendance,  will  serve  to 
awaken  tliose  who  control  prize 
fighting  to  a  realization  that  the 
people  are  not  going  to  rettiain  their 
dupes  all  the  tinae.  There  should  bo 
an  international  commission  to  set 
a  limit  on  jwrie*  to  decide  stated 
periods  within  which  champions  must 
defend  their  titles  or  relinquish  them, 
and.  generally,  to  bring  prize  fighters 
under  such  control  that  they  will  no 
longer  be  allowed  to  dicute  their 
terms   to  the  public. 

One  thing  that  has  impressed  itself 
very  forcibly  on  Premier  Baldwin  is 
the  extreme  kindness  with  which  his 
accession  to  the  premiership  has 
been  treated  by  the  British  press.  Tu 
start  one  s  work  i«  an  atmosphere  of 
goodwill,  whatever  the  result  of  it.  is.

.Mr  Maurice  Hewlett,  author  of 
•  The  Forest  Lovera."  of  "Bichard 
Yea  and  Nay."  of  the  "New  Canter- 
bury lales,"  and  so  inaay  other 
works,  is  dead.  His  achievements 
were  diverse* in  both  poetry  and 
prose.  His  success  was  largely  indi- 
vidualistic. His  wriuugs  were  im- 
aginative chiefly,  and  hi  every  sense 
his  mind  was  creative  He  leaves  no 
imitators  and  it  is  doubtful  if  he  will 
have  a  successor  in  the  class  of 
authorship  in  which  he  was  engaged 
He  was  an  artiat  to  hia  finger  tips 
and  a  great  lovers  of  beaaty  ia  all 
forma  of  nature.   

In  Britain  there"  is  a  considerable 
growth  of  interest  in  the  establish- 
ment of  golf  putting  courses  in  pubHc 
parVs.  They  are  a  source  of  revenue 
to  municipalities.  At  ^St.  Andrews, 
from  May  25  to  October  1,  1921. 
127,000  persons  paid  the  fee  of  one 
penny  per  roand,  whith  works  out  at 

about  1.1  ?<)  per  diem  On  July  19, 
that  year,  over  3^  persons  used 
the  course.  One  penny  per  round  is 
charged  for  the  u«e  of  a  putter  and 
ball.  There  is  ample  room  in  Beacon 
Hill  Park  for  the  estahlishmertt  of  a 
putting  course  which  nuKht  be  made 
a  revenue  producer  for  the  city. 

A  recent  report  of  th-  V  •-  tnr  of 
Education  in  Manitoba  says  Lead- 
ership and  wealth  have  snihhl  our 
cities  to  build  up  effideal  school 
systems.  The  country  districts  lag 
behind,  and  unless  conditions  change, 
the  civiUaation  of  the  next  century 
will  no  longer  he  recruited  from  rural 
districts.  It  is  hard  for  many  of  our 
people  to  realise  tikia.  In  the  days  of 
their  youth  a  cjp.ihle  man  had  rharge 
of  the  district  school.  They  fail  to 
grasp  the  sifiiiflcaM*  of  tiM  fact 
that  a  romparatively  inexperit ncrH 
girl  is  attempting  to  fill  his  place.  ' 
The  weakest  prodocta  of  our  normal 
schools  go  to  the  country  districts, 
which  means  that  education  does  not 
offer  equal  advantages  and  oppor 
.taaitlcs  to  all.

Thst  is  one  of  the  reasons  ^Oly 
Mark  T«ain  .t'I  other  iniaKinatise 
persons  have  mainiaincd  that  Sliakes 
peare  never  coaM  have  written  il  - 
tilings  Shakespeare  is  said  to  have 
written.  •    a  • 

Of  course  the  Dean  finds  fault  with 
Shakespeare;  he  would  not  be  true  to 
the  customs  aiul  traditions  of  Uean 
Inge  if  he  didn't.  He  says  Shakes- 
peare was  nat  an  educated  man;  that 
his  gramasar  was  bad.  Would  a  con- 
ventional education  have  improved 
the  work  of  the  poet?  That  is  the 
i|uestion.  According  to  the  standards 
ot  today,  bhakcapeare  may  not  have 
known  how  to  spell  correctly,  and  ' 
his  construction  of  sentences  may 
have  been  defective.  There  are  peo 
plc  in  the  world  who  can  do  both  of 
these  things  in  faultless  fashion,  who 
can  detect  a  split  infinitive  at  a  glance 
and  impale  it  liW'  .1  flash,  and  yet 
they  are  as  dull  and  commonplace  in 
their  works  as  the  hast  imaginative 
of  schoolboys.

The  probability  is  that  Shakespeare 
heartily  despised  the  literary  prudes 
and  pedants  of  his  day.  There  are 
such  persons  ia  every  age,  con  sum -

An  Ottawa  correspondent  intim- 
ates in  a  half-hearted  sort  of  way 
that  the  session  of  the  Dominion 
I'.irliam'^nt  which  has  just  closed  was 
quite  satisfactory  in  several  respects 
and  perfectly  satisfactory  in  respect 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  course 
of  Icgisli^ion  was  directed  by  Right 
lion.  William  Lyon  Mackenzie  King. 
The  Premier  lias  at  least  undergone 
one  test  in  leadership  with  satisfac- 
tory results  to  his  party.  With  a 
majority  that  might  dwindle  into  a 
minority  almost  at  any  moment,  he 
has  carried  his  Government  through 
a  session  withottt  its  supremacy  in 

the  House  being  seriously  challenged.

Premier  King,  however,  never  will 
become  a  great  political  figure  in  this 
country.  His  temperament  savors 
too  much  of  sweetened  water  to  win 
either  devotion  in  his  friends  or 
excite  dread  in  the  hearts  of  his 
enemies.  The  bitterest  criticism  can- 
not kindle  a  spark  of  generous  fire  in 
his  veins.  There  is  none  of  the 
fighting  blood  of  his  historic  ancestor 
circulating  through  his  heart.  Wil- 
liam fXyon  Mackenzie  rose  in  rebel- 
lion and  fought  for  the  principles  in 
which  he  believed,  and  would  have 
been  hanged  if  he  had  been  caught, 
hut  afterwards  repented  of  his  ways 
and  confessed  that  after  experience 
and  deliberation  he  had  found  out 
that  the  British  form  of  government 
was  best  suited  to  the  circunutances 
of  Canadians.

However,  it  is  possible  that  the 
cold  tcnip'^'fa'*'*""'  "f  T'reniier  is 

well  suited  to  the  times  and  to  the 
present  circunwtances  of  the  Liberal 
party.  Whether  Mr.  King's  leader 
ship  in  I'arlianient  is  equally  well 
suited  to  the  circumstances  of  Canada 
is  another  question.  A  good  deal 
depends  upon  the  point  of  view.  The 
fact  is  quite  plain  to  those  who  have 
read  understandingly  reports  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  House  that  the 
Government  simply  has  been  "stand- 
ing pat."  It  has  made  a  few  changes 
in  the  tariff,  designed  for  the  most 
part  to  increase  taxation.  Otherwise 

it  has  done  practically  nothing.

ment.  The  circum|tances  of  the  Gov- 
ernmcBt  forbid  action.  It  would  be  a 

dangerous  thlm^  to  introdnee  legis- 
lation of  an  iniporunt  nature  involv- 
ing the  possibility  of  strong  diverg- 
ence of  opinion.  Anything  of  that 
kind  might  force  a  division  of  the 
House  into  its  iMtaral  political  ele- 
ments, endangering  control  of  1'ar 
liament  by  the  Government,  which 
would  mean  dissolution  aad  an  elec 
tion.  which  nobody  having  a  seat  in 
the  House  wants  immediately  or  for 
some  time  to  copie.  The  troth  ia  re- 
gard to  the  situation  is  obvious.  The 
Government  in  power  is  impotent, 
and  its  impotency  is  increased  by  the 
weak  quality  of  its  lea.lershlp.  A 
strong  inan  of  fighting  instincts  and 
warm  blood  would  not  submit  for 
any  length  of  time  to  such  humiliat- 
ing conditions.  He  either  would  be- 
come an  effective  leader  or  ask  the 
Governor-General  for  a  dissolution 
and  appeil  to  the  country  for  the 
recogni/ed  power*  of  leadership. 

The  darkest  hour  precedes  the 
dawn,  it  is  said,  and  donhtless  can  be 
proved.  We  have  had  our  darkest 
hour  in  this  neighborhood,  but  the 
rim  of  the  son  of  prosperity  is  ap- 
pearing above  the  horizon,  that  is.  if 
we  have  the  energy  and  the  ability 
to  take  advantage  of  our  opportuni- 
ties.

If  any  poultryman  using  elani  shell 
will  try  oyster  shell  under  Identical 
c'>nditliins,  he  will  soon  notice  a 
merited  Improvement  In  shell  texture 
of  the  eggs.

Miniate 
of  Edueation  and  Provincial  hoc- 
retary.  who  returned  on  Tuesday 
from  the  Ottawa  convention  of  the 
Canadian  .Medical  Assoclatiuii  and 
the  conference  of  thO  National  Coun- 
cil of  Health. 

FIgurea  revealed  at  these  confr-r- 
encea,  said   Dr.     MacLean.  Khowed 

that  the  health  of  children  ;inder 
one  year  of  age  waa  noticeably  b.'l- 
ter  In  -British  Columbia  than  in 
other  provln)|lss.^  ^ 

Dr.  MacLean  took  Issue  with  a  re- 
port recently  laaued  by  the  Federal 

authorities  making  It  appear  that 
British  Columbia  had  the  lowest 
)  trth  rate  In  the  whols  of  ths  Brltlah 
Empire. 

"TeehnicaMy,  that  may  be  a  corrnct 
presentation  et  laets,"  said  the  Min- 
iater. "but  It  unfiMantlonally  slurs  the 
Provlneo  and  iMkea  it  seem  as 
thougTi  weather  and  health  condi- 
tions or  some  other  factors  me  ex 
(eptionally  bad  hero,  and  anyone 
who  has  made  any  study  of  these 
things  knows  sueh  a  .contention  to 
be  grossly  Inaccurate. 

"The  reas(^  for  ih*  low  birth  rate 
is  the  fact  that  British  Columbia  N 
Btiii  in  the  pioneering  stagu  and  con- 
sequently liRs  «  large  excess  of  maleti 
over  feinnles  Men  n  re  s(  uttered  alt 
over  the  Province,  while  the  women 
are  confined  principally  to  the  cities 
and  settlements.  Another  .  fact  Is 
that  a  substantial,  portion  of  tha 
Province's  population  Is  composed 
of  Orientals  who  ars  unable  to  bring 
111  their  womenfolk.  Then  again. 
British  Columbia  appeals  to  people 
in  the  K««t  ><■  a  young  man's  country 
and  a  larger  proportion  of  young 
men  have  some  014  here  to  live  than 
young  woiiaa,  who  are  not  so  apt  to 
break  away  from  fanUly  tl^  and  aet- 
le  In  a  new  land." 

A  truer  preaentation  of  the  situa- 
tion would  probably  result  from 
analysis  of  the  number  of  children 
per  family,  in  the  opinion  of  i>r. 
MacLiean.  offlclala  of  the  Health 
Department  believe  that  on  euch  a 
baals  British  Columbia  would  more 
thaa  hold  IMT -own  against  the  other

Tlio  Indinn  mines,  developed  by  a 
BtmnK  .Montn'.il  and  Toronto  eyndi- 
raie,  is  acrordlng  to  (!o\ernment  and 
private  mining  engineering  reports.  In 
the  aame  mineralized  lone  as  the 
Premier  mine.  A  very  large  amount 
of  work  has  been  done  on  the  prop- 
erty, the  underground  workings  com- 
priHing  more  than  f.OOO  feet  ef  tun- 
nelling.
